hunger, but I felt superhuman 
and... got.-svhat I wanted in 
part—the vo! for women, but 
not the right for women to sit 
in Parliament,” 

Although Madame Shafik was 
implocably against his regime, 
Nasser nteded her tremendous 
following and finally offered her 
a seat in the Parltament, But 
she knew she could not accept, 
The regime was against al} her 
principles of Uberty and dmo- 
cracy.

“People say 1 am a tra(tor, 
but I want our country to be 
great, It would be very Casy 
to be nice and be made the first 
woman Minister, but something 
in my heart. meang more than 
just popularity.
